sociated Press, "that the Powers con- 
tinue to act in harmony. It Is not true 
that'Russia has entered into a. secret 
alliance with Bulgaria.. Roumania'ls 
quiescent but there !s 'an element of 
doubt in Servia in consequence of the 
predominance "of the military in that 
country."

Th« celebration of 
Labor Day on 


Monday promises to be the most Im- 
posing1 demonstration ever mnfle by ur- 
banized labor In the United States or 
any other country, It will bo an Im- 
pressive evidence of the strength of 
union sentiment In tho tolling masses. 
It will be a further demonstration of 
the fact that the unions represent Iho 
masses engag-ed in manual effort, and 
that the effect of their organization 
has been to better the conditions for 
laboring men of all occupations, wheth- 
er unionized or not, and to lift wa,f:es 
to a higher level. 
Thisi -has not been 


accomplished without much friction, 
some injustice in local and special in- 
stances, end> not a few mistakes; lut 
the beneficial results achieved' far out- 
weigh the faults that may be balanced 
on the other sldo.

In January, 1899, Mr. Cable organized 
an auxiliary to the Home Culture Clubs, 
which has been of material assistance to 
the work, and provides for its perpetu-i- 
tion. This Is known as the Home Culture 
Club Council. Any adult person Interested 
in the clubs may become a. member of 
the auxiliary if approved by the electoral 
committee, and this and the membership 
of the sub-organization now include over 
two hundred men and women of Nortn- 
hampton and students of Smith College. 
This Home Culture Council Is divided Into 
three chapters: 
the woman's 
chapter, 
which has charge of the household econ- 
omy, care and training- of children." do- 
mestic science and the relations of the 


club to the home, and ts composed of 
about one hundred and twenty-seveji wo- 
men prominent In social and 
religious 
circles; the men's 
chapter, comprising 


four citizens, who have charge of the 
men's reading room, smoking room, bil- 
liard parlor, the games, and similar ac- 
tivities; and the college chapter, com- 
prising nearly fifty Smith College stu- 
dents, whose object la mainly the secur- 
ing of instructors for the different classes 
and equipment for the classrooms. 
Mr. Carnegie's recent gift 
of $50,000 


imposed certain conditions which are al- 
ready partly filled. The Home Culture 
Clubs are required to double their reve- 
nues' for the next five years, or Increase 
the present revenues, which amount t:> 
$2.500 to $5,000, and Mr. Cable has se- 
cured one-half of the additional amount.

practicable. 
My own daughters will be 


systematically Inatruc ted in politics and 
current public affaire so that they may 
take an intelligent int ?rest in the welfare 
of the country and 
earn something of 
the duties of a monai sh." 


Czar 
touched on the same : ubject in conversa- 
tion with a Russian Is ly who Is known to 
be a keen advocate o women's rights in 
their fullest form.

Kent. She was horn before Marie An- 
toinette suffered on the scaffold, and re- 
mombered When Guernsey was filler! with 
troops, and her father. Colonel Harvey. 
was in command 
oC tho militia during 
Bonoparte's time. She went to school at 
Bristol, when she -was li>, and had for 
friends and school companions 
Lamb, 


Hazlitt, Hannah More, and 
Macaulay, 


and made the acquaintance of Gen. Du- 
mouriez. On the death of her husband In 
1849. Mrs. Neve gave up her residence in 
Tcnterden. and returned to her old home, 
where she spent the rest of her life. Al- 
ways enterprising, she went abroad eve-y 
summer until within a few years wi'h 
her sister, who died not long: ago at the 
age of 98.

which will be used exclusively for the 
transportation of animals 'Which may be- 
come sick or injured in the streets and 
which will be used to convey them to a 
place where they may toe humanely treat- 
s'1 and nursed baclt to health and useful- 
ness. 


This ambulance has Just been built In 


.Alamecia, because tho wagon builders of 
t.iis city were, too busy to accept the or- 
der for the new and unusual vehicle. The 
ambulance will cost in the neighborhood 
of 5:000. all of when waa raised by Mrs 
A. p. Holland of this city, the greater 
part being subscribed her. 


Ambulances of this kind are found only 


in large cities and 
Oakland, 
therefore 
may take pride in the fact that the hu- 
manitarlanism of her people Impels her to 
do for the brute what is elsewhere done 
only where great wealth and numbers 
predominate. 


This animal ambulance la about nine 


f"e-t long and six feet 
in 
width. The 


sides are about four feet high. The floor 
i;'- about nine inches from the ground 
I he end can be laid down and when ex- 
t»nded backward forms an Inclined plane 
to the floor, enabling the latter to be 
r-'aehed easily by any load. On the floor 
r.-xts a movable plane on rollers which 
may bo pulled off the ambulance. On this 
tao Injured animal may be laid with pad 
clod cushions under parts exposed to con 
tact with the surface. The platform with 
II s load may then be drawn or to the am- 
bulance by means of a wlndlajs. The ve- 
hicle is also supplied with a tripod, tackle 
a'ld windlass which may also be used for 
enabling animals to be carried In a sling. 
These facts were made patent at the 
nicotine of 
the Humane' Society 
lasl 
night. Tho ambulance will be under the 
cl.rectlon of the society. At the meeting 
also, Secretary Fred Johns reported that 
the society was in a promising- financial 
condition and had one hundred and twen- 
ty-five names on the .membership roll.
